The Wabash and the Baltimore & Ohio 
have two fast trains dally to New York 
and have ‘been at all times serious com- 
petitors of the Big Four and the Vandalia. 
It is not likely, therefore, that the three 
competing roads will permit the Vander- 
bilts to run away with the prize. 


A Pennsylvania official stated to the 
Post-Dispatch that a 26-hour train on the 
Big Four would mean equally ag good on 
hig line.

Mr. Johnson has issued full directions 
to his committee as to the fluids to be 
used for preserving in glass the fruits 
of 1908 for the show in 1904. He has 
a number of formulas regarding the 
preservation of fruits in .antiseptic fluids 
which will keep thos fruits perfect in 
form, size and color. It is Mr. Johnson's 
purpose 9 make this 
a special feature. It will be supplemented 
throughout the Fair next year with fresh 


fruit, shipped daily from Kentucky.

Sudhoff last season was by no means the 
most sugcessful pitcher in the business. 

He lost more games than he won by two, 
whereas Donahue and Powell were both 
on the safe side of the .500 mark by a good 
margin. Donahue went .607. 

The breaks Sudhoff got were frights and 
his condition was none too good. Had he 
pitched up to his form jJast year, he would 
have won the pennant for the Browns.

And Boston is the 
club that took 15 of the 2 contests from 
the Browns.

Noted Three-Year Olds From Every Section of the 
| Country Are Eligible to Start in Fair Grounds 
Classic to Be Run Here June 13. 


BY R. D. WALSH. 


St. Louls Derby is only two weeks 
ae Interest in the result is beginning 
to excite the attention of local turf follow- 
ers. The race will be run at the Fair 
Grounds Saturday, June 13. 

The Derby is the great racing feature of 
the St. Louls turf season. With the ex- 
ception of the American Derby, it is the 
most valuable stake ever offered for con- 
tention west of New York. With entrance 
fees, forfeits and starting money, it will 
have an aggregate value of $15,000. 

This makes it equal in value to the la- 
tonia, Kentucky and Tennessee Derbdies 
put together. Last year’s St. Louls Derby 
netted the owner of the winner $12,000. 

Few American stakes have a more in- 
teresting history than the St. Louis Derby. 

It was established Zl years ago. 


Great Names in 

First St. Louis Derby. 
_ Racing was inaugurated at the Fair 
Grounds in 1882. The first St. Lou's Derby 
was run that year. Monogram, owned by 
a St. Louis horseman, R. C. Pate, was the 
winner. Bondholder, with George Stoval in 
the saddle, won !t in 1883. When last heard 
of Bondholder was owned by Byron O' Bear, 
who had him in the stud. 

Audrain won the event in 188, the same 
year that Modesty won the American Der- 
by for Ed Corrigan. 

Favor, one of the great racehorses of 
his day, and later on a remarkably suc- 
cessful stallion, carried Morris and Pat- 
ten’s colors to victory in 1885. 

Favor was piloted by “Willie Martin, 
who afterwards developed into one of the 
greatest jockeys on the American turf. 

In 1886 the California horse, Ben Ali, 

- packed 123 pounds and stepped the mile 
and one-half in 2:38, which was the rec- 
ord for the race until Prince Lief ran the 
distance in 2:34, with 127 pounds up in 1896. 

Ben Ali was owned by J. B. Haggin when 
he won the St. Louls Derby. It was the 
only one Mr. Haggin ever tried to win. Mr. 
Hagein is the most prominent liviig pa- 
tron of the American turf. He owns im- 
mense breeding studs in California and 
Kentucky, and has more capital invested 
in thoroughbreds than any man in the 
world. 


Colored “Archer’”’ 

Once Famous Here. 

Terra Cotta won the race in 1887. He 
was ridden by the “colored Archer,’ Isaac 
Murphy, whom many turf critics regard as 
the best jockey that was ever developed 
in this country. He was a wonderful 
judge of pace, and had a splendid seat in 
the saddle. 

Falcon won the stake in 1888, and in the 
game year ran second to the Emperor of 
Norfolk in the American Derby. 

W. L. Cassidy's Long Fish galloped home 
in front of a great field in 1889 in 2:39%. 
& Bill Letcher, with 123 pounds up, captured 
the event in 1590. 

; ‘ Michael, with Tom Kiley in the saddle, 
: won the stake on a heavy track in 1891, 
\ Kiley also succeeded in winning two Amer- 

ican Derbies—those of Spokane and Uncle 
Bob in 1889 and 1890, respectively. Kiley 
is now one of the most successful train- 
ers in the country, and has amassed con- 
siderable money. 
From 1891 to 1896 the St. Louis Derby was 
discontinued. 

The Harlem Jockey Club had advertised 
‘® $20,000 National Derby to be run that 
year. The stake was transferred to St. 
Louls and run as the St. Louis Derby. I

Successful Horse ‘Trainer 
Dates. His Rise From 
Losses at Cards, 


One of the most noted trainers on the 
American turf today is Thomas C. McDow- 
ell of Lexington, Ky. 

The story of how he took to the turf for 
a livelihood ia interesting. 

Lexington, Hke other towns in Kentucky, 
is conspicuous for its sporting proclivities. 
For many years it held the center of the 
stage on the American turf, in the days 
when Longfellow and Ten Broeck, and 
Mollie McCarthy were the bright particu- 
lar stars of the equine world. 

Porker is,.or was,a popular pastime at 
Lexington. The poker places never closed. 
Young McDowell, like other young men 
of a sportive tendency, was a frequent vis- 
itor at these, resorts. On one occasion, 
when he had imbibed more of Kentucky's 
famous product than was good for him, 
he lost several hundred dollars, all the 
money he had in the world. 

Besides this, he had signed notes amount- 
ing to $15,000 as the result of his night's 
play, and these were in the hands of men 
who would not fail to press for liquidation 
when the proper time came. The gamblers 
know these notes were good, because Mc- 
Dowell's father always paid the “debts of 
honor’ contracted by his son. 


Major Told 
Him to Settle. 


When Tom McDowell went to his father, 
Maj. MeDowell, and told him the story 


of his big loss, the old gentleman simply 
said, “settle, Tom; there's nothing else 
to do” But Tom could not settle for he 
had not the means, and for once tn his life 
the major refused to acknowledge the in- 
debtedness. , 

But he gave his son a start. The gamb- 
lers generously extended the time of pay- 
ment for him, and he set out to discover 
the quickest way in which his obligations 
might be wiped out. 

From his boyhood McDowell had known 
something of horses and he went to them 
as promising quick returns. 

He purchased three high-class mares and 
bred them to prominent stallions. As a re: 
sult of this mataing he became possessed of 
the immortal Maid Marian, for several 
seasons the pride and the glory of the 
American turf. She was without doubt the 
fastest sprinter ever produced in Kentucky. 

McDowell himself trained her, and be- 
fore two seasons were over he had paid 
off his gambling notes and settled down 
to the pleasant occupation of throughbred 
training. From the very first he made 
money, and his annual income was much 
greater than any he could have earned in 
a profession. 

He has quit playing poker, but to that 
losing game at Lexington he is indebted 
for all he has today as well as for his 
high standing on the turf. 

Besides being a trainer he is also a 
breeder on a moderate scale. He is an ex- 
cellent judge of a horse, and is a star on 
pedigrees. | 

William K. Vanderbilt has employed him 
to look after his famous farm in Kentucky, 
and much of the success of that stud is 
due to his untiring efforts. 

Two years ago McDowell won the blue 
ribbon of the Southland with his great 
horse Alan-A-Dale, and this year he has 
captured the Latonia Derby. 

When Alan-A-Dale was a 2-year-old Mo- 
Dowell refused $20,000 for him, and, al- 
though he has since broken down, by con- 
stant care and nursing he has brought him 
around so that he is expected to be a for- 
midable factor in the prominent events of 
the Metropolitan this year.

Grave doubts are felt in Washington as 
to whether this government can create 
health conditions any more satisfactory 
that those established by the Frenoh, who 
found an unexpectedly bad health situa- 
tion. Even after spending large sums, 
both by way of prevention and cure, the 
Panama route is still known in France as 

“the death ditch.’ 

The true history of the death rate in 
Panama during the French operations has 
never been written, and, to make a more 
thorough investigation of this question is 
one of the objects of Maj. Black's stay on 
the isthmus. 


Uncle Sam May 

Yet Call a Halt. 

It is now thought within the bounds of 
likelihood that Maj. Black's report to the 
President will be of such character that 
this government will welcome any means 
like amendment of the treaty by Colombia, 
for instance, to enable % to call a halt. 

Attention has again been calied to Dr. 
Wilfred Nelson's book ‘‘Five Years in Pan- 
ama,’’ so often quoted by Senator Morgan, 
who regards Dr. Nelson as an eminent au- 
thority on health conditions in Panama, 
because he has made on the isthmus a per- 
sonal study of the question. Speaking of 
the type of yellow fever prevalent in 
Panama, Dr. Nelson says: 

‘The yellow fever of the Isthmus of 
Panama is a peculiarly malignant disease. 
I can recali 41 admigsions to the charity 
hospital in a tew weeks following my ar- 
rival on the isthmus. Not a single man 
escaped. Funeral trains at Mount Hope 
are as much an institution as passenger 
or goods trains. 

‘Since the advents of De Lesseps’ canal 
men, on the 28th day of February, 1881, 
thousands upon thousands have been 
buried there. During two seasons of epi- 
demic it-is said that the burials averaged 
from thirty to forty per day, and that for 
weeks together. 

As illustrating the native idea of sanitary 
regulations, Dr. Nelson says: ‘The natives 
in Panama after death throw away cots, 
mattresses, pillows and often the eating 
utensils of the ‘late departed.’ As many on 
the istbmus, both native and foreign, disc 
of yellow fever and smalipox, this practice 
means simply a constant perpetuation of 
the infectious and contagious diseases 
named. 

‘'The authorities never do more than pub- 
lish an item on reform in La Cronista or 
La Betrella de Panama. This is deemed 
ample, as it gives the people sometning to 
think about, and yet these authorities 
fondly fancy that they are the sanitarians 
of the century. 

“TIT remember an old well near the s 
works. one of those huge stone wells which 
the Spaniards were so fond of building. 
That well had beén filled in with just such 
bedding, and at last it coned up above it. 

‘In a country like that, where all is per- 
etual summer, the average temperature 

ing about $0 and the average humidity 
nearly as great, vegetation Is of very rapid 
growth, and, apropos of humidity, there 
are places on the upper levels of the isth- 
mus where it nightly is 100 degrees, the 
point of saturation. 


All Residents 
Are Malarious. . 

“But these conditiong make vegetable de- 
composition as rapid as the growth. The 
result of the whole is the creation of an in- 
tense miasmatic poison. People living on 


the isthmus are ail maiarious, either in one 
form or the other, and it is impossible to 
avoid this. 

“It is true that a few escape malaria 
while resident there, but they no sooner 
oe into temperate climates than it devel- 

. The sallow faces of a great many tell 

aludal poison. 

“dey friend, Dr, L. Gtrerd, late chief sur- 
geon 4 the canal company, instituted a ge- 
ries of most interesting experiments. He 
examined the blood of newcomers—cana! 
men—and found it in a perfectly normal 
condition. At the end of a month he ex- 
amined it again, when he invariably found 
the malaria! bacillus. 

“There is another factor that has a bear- 
ing on this subject of malaria on the isth- 
mus. It is the admixture of salt and fresh 
water in the lagoons and rivers, in addition 
to the vegetable decomposition already re- 
ferred to. This admixture of water ig con- 
sidered to be of great importance in =.

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Serum Has Saved 
Lives of Two Hospital 
Patients, ’ 


FORMER FAILURES MADE 
PHYSICIANS SKEPTICAL 


Decrease in Mortality Among Railroad 
’ Workers and Boys Injured in In- 


dependence Day Accidents 
Has Been Marked. 


Two patients who have been undergoing 
treatment for tetanus at the City Hospital 


will goon leave the institution, cured. The 
Cases are considered remarkable, since nine 
patients treated for this disease at the hos- 
pital during the last three months died, 
causing physicians to lose faith in the 
tetanus antitoxin serum which was used 
in all the cases treated. 

The first of the two who recovered, Er- 
nest Smith, brakeman, was injured while 
coupling cars at Johnsboro, Ill. Two fin- 
gers and the thumb of his right hand were 
crushed. He was brought to the hospital 
from Union Station, April 22. After about 
ten days he developed tetanus, and injec- 
tions of the antitoxin serum were com- 
menced. His condition grew worse at first, 
and the physicians had little hope for his 
jife. They kept on injecting the serum for 
& week before any improvement was seen. 

Every three hours 26 cubic centimeters 
were injected either on the breast or ab- 
Gominal region of the body. For two weeks 
the patient's jaws were locked and he could 


Alter Smith had lived a week without the 
serious convulsions which usually precede 
death, some hope for his life began to be 
entertained, 

ch day that the serum was used, $48 
worth of it was injected under his skin. 
The total cost of the serum alone foots up 
close to $500. 

In the case of Frank Wakeman, an 3- 
year-oid schoolboy, who was run over by 
a wagon on which he was stealing a ride, 
the period of incubation of the disease was 
shorter than in that of Smith. Wakeman’s 
foot was badiy mangled when he was 
brought to the hospital, apd his wound 
was just beginning to heal when symptoms 
of tetanus were observed. This.was about 
six days after the injury.

even the slightest movement of their cots 
It has been noticed that the 
jarring or shaking of the bed of a tetanus

The CMéMy Council has passed the first 
of the Terminal Association’s grab ordi- 
mances, thus declaring itself in favor of 
giving away to the Terminal a franchise 
to construct an elevated loop connecting 
Wads bridge and the leveeeselevated and 
double the levee from Ches*nut'street to 
Beventh street. 

Only three amendments of any impor- 
tance were added to the bill by the Coun- 
cil. One requires that the Terminal per- 
mit all roads entering 8t. Louis to use 
ite facilities; another forbids it to {m- 
crease its rates without authority of an 
ordinance. The third stipulates that the 
loop ordinance shall not become effective 
matil the Terminal has paid the city 
$150,000, which it promised to pay im 1891 
and has refused to pay until now, there- 
by saving $100,000 In interest. 

Other amendments shorten the term. of 
the franchise to % years from 50 years, 
and require that the proposed improve- 
ments be completed in a year instead of 
in 15 months. 

All that remains for the Council is to 
vote on the bill after its formal engross- 
ment, which was ordered Friday night, and 
then send it to the House of Delegates. 

The House has expressed ‘itself as op- 
posed to the Council's policy of giving

troduced an amendment for each of the

JETT INDICTED FOR 
KILLING OF COCKRELL 


Old Feud Leaders Say That There Will 
Be Trouble if Either Jett or 
White Show Signs of 
Weakening. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JACKSON, Ky., May 3%.—Another com- 
pany of state troops, with rifles and a 
Hotchkiss rapid-fire gun, arrived in Jack- 
gon at 6 o'clock this evening to reinforce 
the troops already encamped here. Just as 
the train showed down at the station the 
grandjury made its final report, returning 
an indietment against “‘Curt”’’ Jett for the 
murder of Jim Cockrell, who was shot to 
death in front of the courthouse several 
months before J. B. Marcum was assas- 
Sinated in the courthouse door. 

“Curt” Jett, who is a nephew of Judge 
James Hargis, the leader of the Hargis 
faction in the Hargis-Cockrell feud, was in- 
dicted jointly with Tom White last Mon- 
day for the murder of Marcum. 

Jett is believed to have been one of a 
squad who fired on Dr. Cox when he was 
riddied with buckshot and rifle balls as 
he passed the stables back of Hargis 
‘Bros.’ store. 

It is not believed that Jett had any 
personal enmity for either Cox, Cockrell 
or Marcum. His part in the murders is 


| believed to have been that of a hired as- 


sassin. 

The trial of Jett and White, which will 
be called Monday, will be hetly con- 
tested. 

The prosecuting attorney will be assisted 
by Tom Marcum, a brother of the mur- 
dered man, and John B. O’Neal, a prom- 
inent criminal lawyer of Covington, and 
B. Fulton French, once famous as a 
leader of the French-Eversole war, will 
defend the two men. Tom Marcum ar- 
rived from Indian Territory, where he re- 
sides, late this afternoon. He was met 
at the station by three eisters, the widow 
and five children of the murdered man 
and a younger brother. The meeting was 
very affecting, all the relatives, including 
the brother, kissing Mr. Marcum, and to 
protect him from possible assassination the 
women formed a circle about him and 
thus walked to Mrs. J. B. Marcum's home. 


All Shot Down 

in Cold Bloed. 

The last three victims of the feud were 
Cox, Cockrell and Marcum, all of whom 


were shot down in cold blood when there 
was no semblance of a fight. 

Cox was riddled with lead when on his 
way to pay a professional call at 8 o'clock 
in the evening. 

Cockrell was riddled with steel bullets, 
fired from a second story window of the 
court house at 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
and only a farcial search was made by 
Sheriff Callahan, a Hargis man. 

Marcum was shot twice at 8 o’clock in 
the morning, while standing the court 
house door. 

The assassin leaned over Marcum’s wth a 
trate form and biew his brains out 
pistol, after shooting him down. 
officers directly across the treet in “trant 
of Hargis Bros.’ store state that they did 
not see the assassin. No real search of 
the court house was made and the assassin 
walked out unmolested. 

Witnesses feared to testify before the 
grandjury lest they should be murdered, 
but under military protection they have 
dared to talk. It is believed that a con- 
fession from Jett would involve members 
of his faction and that they would gladly 
liberate or kill him to prevent his con- 
fessing. As the reign of lawlessness has 
been endured so long in Preathitt county 
that the desperadoes hold the law in con- 
tempt, it is deemed advisable to have a 
good force of soldiers here to prevent an 
attempt on the jail 

One Hotchkiss and a Gatling gun are at 
the court house tonight and thirty men 
guard the jail. Another Hotchkiss is kept 
at the camp. Old feud leaders freely pre- 
dict that trouble will occur if Jett or White 
show signs of weakening. 

The troubles here are not without po- 
Ititeal color. Circuit Judge Redwine was 
chairman of the convention that nominated 
William Goebel for governor of Kentucky. 
County Judge James Hargis is a member 
of the Democratic state central committee 
and powerful polttically. Through his_in- 
fluence several men convicted of murder in 
Breathitt county have been pardoned by 
Governor Beckham.

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With the opening of the summer garden 
season the ‘“‘Barker’’ is abroad in the Jand. 

In St. Loule he is especially abroad, as 
the summer gardens are more numerous 
here than anywhere else in the West, at 
least. Each and every one of them has its 
side shows and every side show has its 
“barker.” For a side show without 4 
“barker’’ would simply starve to death. 

At some of the gardens, notably at Del- 
mar, where there is an entire street de- 
voted to these attractions, the “barker’’ is 
part of the entertainment. Take it any 
night when the weather is warm and the 
midway—the name will stick to it—is 
crowded, visitors really enjoy listening to 
the “barkers’ and watching their antics 
quite as much as they do in seeing the 
shows which they alivertise 

A good “barker” is a show in himself, 
and he knows it. If you question him he 
will tell you of the crowds he draws, giving 
mio credit to the show inside. 
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SOME OF THE THINGS HEARD DAILY 
ON THE SUMMER GARDEN MIDWAYS 


“Don't be in a hurry, good people!" cries 
the “barker’’ for the Little Pike, which is 
the first show you strike as you enter the 
Delmar midway. ‘There's plenty of time 
and you'll all get your tickets in time to 
see the show. Come up nearer and hear 
the little girl sing. She is the youngest 
acrobat in the world, and wae the chief 
feature of Ringling Bros.’ Circus. 

“Read the name over the door. What 
does that mean to you?” and he points 
with the cane which he always wears to 
the sign above the entrance. “It means 
you're all pikers if you don't go in and see 
the best show on the grounds. Now the 
little girl will sing—inside. Don’t hurry, 
good people! Don't crowd’’—the chances 
are that there isn’t a single person trying 
to buy a ticket—‘‘you'll all get your tickets 
in plenty of time to see the show." 

Like all the other ‘“‘berkers,”’ this one 
will tell you that he is ashamed to tell you

spite of this he keeps it up as long as he 
can get anyone to listen to him. 

“Look out, there!’ cries the next man 
down the line as he sees the procession 
from the Streets of India, with its camels, 
come winding its way through the crowd.

‘Look out, there!"’ he cries, ‘‘or the cam- 
els will bite you. If you want to get out 
of their way step right in and see the 
finest show on the grounds.

The most intelligent bear 
in the world. Get up here, Frank, and bow 
to the ladies and gentlemen.” 

And up gets the bear. He proves to be 
another “barker,’’ although his utterances 
are not intelligible to the majority of those 
around. After a few waves of his paw 
he climbs yp on the platform and sits 
down behind the other “barker.” 


“And now, young people,”’ continues the 
sing-song voice, “let me tell you about this 
show. It's the biggest thing on the 
grounds. We have Arabs from Arabia, In- 
dians from India and Mohammedans from 
Mahomet. Here are the Persian family, 
with a real princess at the head. We have 
the dancers from Algiers and the high 
diver from Paris. Thes how lasts one hour 
and forty minutes. There are 70 people 
inside now waiting to see the show, and as 
soon as you go in to help swell the audi- 
ence the show will begin.

Take any of the gardens around the city 
where there are scenic railways or other 
methods of swift transportation, for a 
dime a piece. There is not one of them 
that does not take in several hundred dol- 
lars each Sunday. The receipts from the 
concessions at any of the big gardeng for 
a G@ay like Memorial day will run from 
$5000 to 398000. It is these big days that 
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make it possible for the summer gardens 
flourish.

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THE CAGED COLLEGE PROFESSOR. 


If it is true, as Prof. Mabilleau says it is, that American col- 
lege professors are for the most part “employes in a cage,”’ it is 
perhaps very important.

It is mot true yet that we take our opinions ready made from 
from college professors. It is not ewen true yet that college 
professors make our opinions to order for us. 

It is measurably true already, however, that in nearly every 
department of literature except fiction and poetry, the books we 
are expected to buy and read in order to form our opinions by 
authority, must have Ph. D. or other letters of equal importance 
and if possible of greater number on the title page. 

This méans obviously that the authority we are expected to 
rely on as final is college authority. Finally, then, it must be 
a matter of the greatest importance if college authority is caged 
for the purposes of its employment. 

Education is interpreted to mean ‘a drawing out of the intel- 
lect,"’ and if the intellect is actually caged by an endowment of a 
million dollars and upward {t would seem to be difficult, if not 
impossible, to draw it out as long as the cage holds.

The big boat swallows up the crowd like 
water running into a hole. In a few mo- 
ments she has a thousahd aboard, now two 
thousand, three thousand! 

“How many aboard, Mr. Clerk?’ 

“About 38500, sir.” 

“Pull in the plank—that’s all 
take.”’ 

Think of it! Three thousand five hun- 
dred people on one steamboat. How many 
progperous little cities in Miesouri and I!- 
linois have no more people than this in 
their corporate limits! 

Off Up the Biggest 
of All the Rivers. 

The bell taps, the boarding plank comes 
in, the band plays and the big steamer 
creaks with her burden and backs away 
from the wharf. A slight man with a 
grave face looks out through the spokes 
of the big wheel in the pilot house. He 
reaches his hand and pulls a cord. There 
is a sharp jingle of bells below, the boat 
quivers and slows, the slight man begins 
climbing the big wheel until it spins like a 
top, and the steamer swings her head into 
the current and starts upstream. 

“We're off!’’ 

Three thousand five hundred people stand 
up and wave farewell to the levee and 
make the day ring with cheers. They cover 
the decks like swarms of bees. They are 
even on top as thick as they can sit. What 
does the sun matter—they have parasols. 
What does the heat matter—they have the 
river breeze. 

How would you like to be with them this 
morning instead of lounging around doing 
nothing? They are going to see things,

these merry excursionists. They are g0- 
ing to have a fine day out-of-doors. They 
are going to fill their lungs with the good 
ozone of the river. They are going to 
drink enough lemonade to float the Ar- 
kansas. They are going to eat enough 
sandwiches to feed the Czar’s army. They 
are going to get sunburned, hoarse with 
shouting, tired wtth running around, and 
ever so far out of the maan Iittle circle in 
which human nature can go round and 
round till the end of time if one never gets 
away from his workaday self. 


The boat creaks under the big Eads 
bridge, and a thousand faces turn straight 
up to see it. That's really a very unique 
view of the bridge—the straight-up view. 

The boat straightway settles into its 
even gait. It is not fast, nor yet very 
slow. It wouldn't be a good excursion 
boat if it were either. A good excursion 
boat is one that runs just fast enough to 
make fair time and not too fast for the 


people to get @ good square look at things 
on the banks. 


You wonder wheré all these people come 
from—3500 here, and enough back on the 
boats to make six or eight thousand in all. 
O, they come out of the heart of the city. 
The excursion business on the river has 
been growing by leaps and bounds. It 
supported one boat, then two, now a good 
many. The boats are bigger than ever and 
better managed. The rates are cheaper, 


and the service better. The river 
sion has become a great success at 8t. 
Louls. 

Steadily the boat makes its way upsetream 
until the Merchants’ bridge is behind and 
Baden lies far away on the left. The 
Chain of Rocks amd the waterworks are 
looming up ahead. The boat goes around 
on the east side of the intake tower. It 
heels far over on one side while it passes 
this interesting little structure, for the 
people all rush to that side of the boat. 
Many of them have seen the intake tower 
50 times, but that doesn’t make a bit of 
| difference. It is the queerest and most in- 
q accessible house around St. Louls, and it 
is good to see just any old time. 

The mouth of the Missouri appears on 
the left. The Big Muddy strikes the Mis- 
sissippi squarely at right angles. There is 
a violent impact of water. The boat stag- 
gers through the whirls and eddies, and is 
just opposite the Missouri. Ever see such 
a muddy lot of water in your life, or such 
an angry lot of it? That’s the old Mis- 
souri. There isn’t another river on earth 
to equal ft for mud. The wind blows dust 
out of it, so it is just as muddy as it 
looks. 

The Migsisaippi makes a wide curve 
here. See the slim man in the pilot house 
treading his wheel? He's swinging her 
around to make the bend. Now we are 
going around it, and the Mississippi lies 
straight ahead to Alton. You can see the 
Alton bridge, and the city up in the hills. 
Over here to the left there is a low slash 
through the narrow Missouri point. Know 
what that is? That's the old mouth of the 
Missouri. Years ago there was an ice 
blockade at the mouth of the Missouri. 
A freshet came, and when the water went 
down the mouth of the river was no longer 
up here, but five miles below, just above 
the Chain of Rocks. Over there is the 
mouth of Wood river, where Lewis and 
Clark camped before they ascended the 
Missouri. 


Alton, Which One Day 


Was Larger Than St. Louls. 

The Mississippi is mighty pretty at Al- 
ton, and the city itself is good to see. 
The boat whistles for the bridge, and 
the draw swings open. That fascinates 
the people on the boat. For some reason 
nobody ever built a draw bridge at St. 
Louis, either on the river or on the land. 
The St. Louls boy never has any such 
fun as watching the Bighteenth street 
bridge whirl around on a pivot, or see- 
ing the Eads bridge break in the middle 
every time a boat wants to pass. 

Can this big boat go through that lit- 
tle place? 


We're going to find out pretty quick. 
You're not the first man to draw a big 
breath after a steamboat has run the 
draw. But that isn’t why they call it 
a draw bridge. 

The boat is whistling for Alton. We'll 
take on some more passengers there. 
Also we'll hear some purveyor of ancient 
history shouting from the boat to a 
man on the bank asking him if this is 
the place that used to be bigger than 
St. Louis. That's the reason not many 
people go down to the wharf to meet the 
boat when it touches at Alton. They've 
explained for so many years why &8t. 
Louis finally got the drop on Alton that 
the average old resident up there be- 
gins to shoot the moment you mention 
it. 


Up there on the hill was the old Alton 
penitentiary. Thousands of Confederate 
soldiers were imprisoned there during 
the civil war. The boats brought them 
up from Shiloh, Fort Donelson and 
many other places, and there are num- 
bers of people In Alton who can re- 
member seeing the federal soldiers draw 
up in two lines from the levee to the 
prison gate and make a roadway through 
which thousands of southerners marched. 

It is noon now, and the excursionists 
are getting hungry. They get out the 
hundreds of chip baskets. What's in 
them? Chipped beef. They uncover 
enough fried chicken to trade a king 
out of his throne. They swarm up to 
the bar with a rattle of buckets. Beer 
and lemonade—it is inexhaustible. You 
never know how much beer and lemon- 
ade there is in the world until you get 
out On a hot day on one of these big ex- 
cursion boats. 

See that big white bluff? That's where 
the Piasa Bird was paluted. Marquette 


saw it there, and so did all the éarly voy- 


vane 


agers and the first residents of Alton. The 
Indians painted it there—a huge creature 
with a hideous face, an animal's body and 
the tall of a dragon. It wae up there until 
1848, when a money-making Alton man 
blasted the face of the bluff for lime, and 


the Piasa Bird flew away. Just think 
what an attraction it would be today. The 
people on this boat would stand it up on 
edge getting a look at that bird. 

Over there is Lincoln and Shield’s Island. 
Ever hear about that? Well, Lincoln and 
Gen. Timothy Shields were to fight a duel 
about something Lincoln had said about 
one of Shield’s friends. They went over to 
this island with their seconds, Dut the duel 
was not fought. Friends fixed it up. Lin- 
coln was highly amused by the whole af- 
fair, and to end it with a good laugh he 
laid a piece of black wood in the bow of 
the skiff in which he returned to Alton, and 
sat there fannign it with his hat People 
waiting on the Alton wharf to learn the 
result of the duel naturally thought some- 
bedy had been hurt, and Lincoln sold them 
good. 

We are crossing the river now at Scotch 
Jimmie’s Island. Here is the widest place 
in the Mississippi between St. Louls and 
Lake Pepin. It is two miles from shore 
to shore. It is beautiful, too, not the mud- 
dy river we see at St. Louis, but a great 
silvery stream with a sheen on it like a 
Turkish rug. The forest there on Scotch 
Jimmie’s Island is said to be the biggest 
piece of primitive forest standing around 
St. Louis. It has not been touched with 
an ax except in the one place where 
stands the house of the man who owns it. 

The river is full of dikes here. It is so 
wide the government engineers have had 
a hard time establishing a channel for 
the boats. The whole stream is full of 
sandbars. The dikes are indicated by the 
floats you see. That is one of them off to 
the right. 

This is the favorite stretch of river

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We are opposite Portage des Sioux now. 
That is it where the church spire points 
out of the trees.

NORTHFIELD, Vt., May %.—Four stu- 
dents of Norwich University, three of 
whom are working their way through col- 
lege, have in the last three months saved 
an even $30 each by deserting the fra- 
ternity “hash house’ and living on ‘pea- 


nuts. 
Every one of the quartet is in better 


health than when he started on the strange 
diet, and all will continue to be “‘peanut- 
ters’’ until the end o the school year, 
Three of the four men are athletes, ex- 
celling in their special lines of sport, and 
since they deserted ham, beans and pro- 
visions, they have developed remarkably in 


a muscular way. 
They also assert that their digestive or- 
gans are in better shape than formerly, 
that the peanut diet is satisfying, and that 
they never “hanker for lunch” between 


meals. i ive “ee 

The day the peanutters forsook the fra-) 
ternity table, they weighed in and went 
over to the “barracks,”’ as the dormitories 
are called, and agreed to eat their meals 
together. Each was given three pints of 
well roasted nuts and all agresd that an 
hour and a half should be devoted to each 
meai. In order to avoid haste, the nuts 
were shucked as they were eaten. 

No one was allowed to eat between meals, 
and only a limited amount of water was 
served. As the nuts contain mu oil, 
it was argued that this would fidat on 
water, and so only enough was taken to 
allow the gastric juices to freely circulate. 

Care was also taken to chew the nuts 
to a paste before swallowing. At the 
end of the first week the men were not 
so sure that they liked a complete diet 
of nuts. They longed for something sweet 
and were on the point of going down 
to the village and raiding a candy store. 
When their weight was taken it was 
found that each had gained one and a 
half pounds. This was encouraging, and 
they resolved to stick to peanuts. 

Tests in the gymnasium proved that 
the peanutter could stand more hard 
work than their fellow students, and 
when they went into field sports they 
had no trouble in excelling in running, 
baseball, tennis and feats of endurance. 

When the experiment was started the 
men indulged in one cup of coffee a ee 
Rut this was soon discontinued, as it 
was found that the olls in the coffee and 
nuts did not agree, and indigestion re- 
suited. All alcoholic stimulants were, of 
course, barred, and the men continued 
on a strict diet of nuts and water. 

At the end of the first month the 
“peanutters” got their first setback. They 
began to fee) tired and dull, and Presi- 
dent Brown, who had become interested, 
decided that they needed albumen. 

Six eg@s were allowed to each man 
week. he eggs apparently satisfied all 
longings for a change in diet, for the 
men, instead of complaining, declared 
that they would not return to “frat” 
house fare if they were paid for so 
doing.

Vrooman was one of the six brothers, all 
of whom had been well known in Mary- 
land. With his brothers, Hiram and Carl 
Vrooman, he aroused widespread attention 
by proclaiming atong the Swedenborgian 
theory of the influence of spirits upon the 
living.

Vreoman organized a small independent 
congregation at the Lyceum Theater, a 
playhouse in Charies street in the heart of 
the fashionable section of Baltimore.

In Walter Vrooman she saw at once & 
man of ideas and of action. Here at last 
was the sincere soul burning with the de 
sire to redress the miseries of humanity 
and to put the civilized world upon «a new 
economic basis. 

As Miss Graffiin sat in the audience and 
listened to Vrooman she felt that he ex- 
pressed her own ideas and knew exactly 
how they ought to be carried Into execu- 
tion. This young Woman,, although the 
daughter of a successful merchant, had 
little practioal knowledge of the world, and 
but slight acquaintance with the actual life 
of the masses. 

She wus easily taken in by the gifttering 
phrases and plausible half-truths of the 
social cetarmet: masks up nine-teathe. of 
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ing masses and a noble desire to lift them 
out of their misery. In Vrooman she saw 
the man who could do this, while others, 
including members of her family, saw only 
a cheap ranter and a demagogue. 

Her marriage to Vrooman was strongly 
resented by her relatives. The Grafflins 
had always maintained a dignified position, 
and knew nothing of social reformers till 
this young girl married Walter Vrooman. 

At once, after the marriage, the whole

was turned over to Vrooman. He immedi- 
ately started out upon the most remark- 
able career in recent history. He launched 
out into all kinds of extravagance along 
the educational Ine. It looked at one time 
as though Vrooman was trying to form a 
trust himself, he had 80 many irons in the 
fire. 

His wife’s income was altogether inade- 
quate for his demands, as colleges, stores, 
farms and newspapers were added to his 
possessions, the running expenses of which 
he was obliged to meet. He then de- 
manded. rot merely the Interest but the 
princ'pal of her fortune upon the ground 
that reforming the world was an expensive 
bus{ness. 

Previously an attempt had been made by 
some of Mrs. Vrooman's relatives in the 
Baltimore courts to restrain her from dia- 
posing of any of her property, but in Jan- 
vary, 1902, suit was brought, it is believed, 
at the inst'gation of Vrooman, to set aside 
the control of her brother over the prin- 
cipal of her fortune. This attempt was 
successful, and the court dissolved the 
trusteeship of William Grafflin, leaving’ his 
s'ster in full possession of an estate of $750,- 
000. 

Many friends at the time warned Mrs. 
Vrooman to beware. She was told that 
Vrooman was a wild dreamer, and his 
schemes impracticable. Ehe was informed 
that his theor'es were as old as the hills, 
and had been tgied, and fa'ied, and that all 
he wanted was her money. 

But the young wife would not listen to 
their advices. She thought she knew Vroo- 
man better than anybody else. an@ she was 
convinced that while some of his theories 
might be at fault, his heart was true, and 
she getermined to stick to him.

Strangler in the Mojave desert have 
become one of the most appalling 
Series of crimes in the history of Califor- 
nia. . Twelve strangled men have been 
found thus far. In but a Single instance 
Where John Carmen and Andrew Froth- 
@m, prospectors from San Bernardino, 
Were found side by side, has the strangler 
killed more than one victim in the same 
Place. The other ten seem to have been 
persons traveling alone on the desert—the 
ter portion of them, doubtless, being 
ut any sort of weapons with which 

to offer defense. 
_ Death Valley is eastly the most famous 
Spot in California. Its very name has 
Siven it'fame. It deserves, too, the fame 
dt enjoys, for it has been shown by gov- 
ernment investigations to be not only the 
hhotiest spot in the world, but to be the

Men fell 
from their horses, gasped and died. Oxen 
fe'l dead in the yoke. What was the mat- 
ter? ©, God, the heat! Think of it—140 
Gegrees in the shade! That is the fact 
of Death Valley determined by the United 
States meteorologists. It was what struck 
down the pioneers. 

There were two tales ef horror from the 
old Mormon trail so far outstripping all 
others that they must forever retain their 
fame tn the West. One was the massacre 
at The Meadows: the other was the fate of 
the caravan which attempted to cross 
Death Valley. The Meadows horror was

People 
thought they could find the lead ‘from 
which Bennett chipped his piece of silver. 
In 1860, ten years after the loss ‘of the 
caravan tn Death Valley, Dr. 8S. P. George 
set out with an expedition to find the Gun- 
sicht Lead. He did net find it, but he 
found something. important; Death Valley 
is not as black as it had been painted. 
‘There are seasons of the year when it is 
not an. undesirable. place, The emigrants 
who had lost their lives there were unfor- 
tunate: they ‘had entered the valley at a 
time of year when that portion of it which 
they sought to cross is so hot and humid 
that birds have been cut down in their 
flight. 

Other expeditiong followed that of Dr. 
George. Dr. Darwin French took one ol 
them in from Butte County, California. 
Like Dr. George. he found the bones of the 
emigrants who lost their lives there in 1800. 
Parts of wagons, yokes, the bones of men, 
women, children and oxen all lay around 
in the sand. A wagonload of relics were 
taken out and put in the California State 
Musuem at San Francisco. 

Dr. French also found Death Valley to be 
@r inhabitable place except in the lower 
portions during fhe heated term, The re- 
sult of these discoveries was an augmenta- 
tion of the desire to d'scover the place where 
Bennett chipped his piece of silver, and more 
expeditions treked from the Pacific coast 
eastwurd across that great sea of sand 
called the Mojave Desert. 

Such determination to discover riches 

as bound to discover something, even in 
a district so barren as Death Valley. So 
the expeditions found borax, and the place 
so long regarded as uninhabitable came to 
have a borax fdctory and a big ranch 
through which a stream of pure water ran. 
The borax ranch is still there, and its al- 
faifa and irrigation ditches have made at 
least one little corner of Death Valley a 
much legs terrible place than anyone had 
ever exptcted to find in the most terrible 
hole in America. 

Some bold tales have been told of Death 
Valley. Not all of them have been true, 
but a great deal of the truth has seemed in- 
credible.

=» HE skeleton in the closet of the Sackville-West family is soon 


to be dangled like a 


marionette in the English courts and un- 


der the noses of English society. 

In the sunset of his life Sir Lionel Sackville-West, one 
time British ambassador to the United States, is confronted by 
a half Spanish son whom he acknowledges but will not legit- 
imize. The story forms one of the strangest romances of the 


English peerage. 


This half-English, half-Castilian sor of the Sackvilles is 
Ernest Henri Jean Baptiste Sackville-West. He has petitioned Justice Kepenich for 
liberty to send out a commissioner to examine witnesses at Arcachon, Paris, Bordeaux 
and elsewhere in France for the “perpetuation of testimony.” 
- Jp comsequence of this petition the Sackville-West family, which is one of the 
proudest in England, is greatly agitated and upset, 

The plaintiff claims that he is the lawful and eldzst son of the present Lord, 
Sac xville-West, and as such entitled on his father’s death tc succeed to the estate, 
title, honer and dignity of Lord Sackville of Knole. 

Gir Lionel Sackville-West’s apparent heir is his brother, the Hon. William Ed- 
ward Sackville-West. He and his heirs are defendants in the action which will soon 


be brovght in the courts. 


The story of the strange skeleton which has slept in the Sackville-West closet for 


almost half a century is as follows: 


IR LIONEL SACKVILLE-WEST is 

the third son of the Earl of Dela- 

warr, and brother of the. sixth 
and seventh Earl of Delawarr. He is 
now in his seventy-seventh year. He 
started as precis writer to Lord Ab- 
erdeen at the foreign office in  Lon- 
don. He was appointed attache at 
Lisbon in 1847, transferred to Naples in 
1849, then paid attache to Stuttgart in 1852; 
Berlin, 1858; secretary of legation at Turin 
in 18358, where he stayed until promoted to 
Madrid. It was almost immediately after 


-his arrival tn the capital of Spain that the 


Hon. Lionel Sackville-West made the ac- 
quaintance of a famous Spanish baliet gir!. 

Her name was Josefa Duran, alias Pepita 
Oliva, as she was styled on the stage. She 
had left her home and family in Grenada, 
the Moorish city on the banks of the Genil, 
s0 renowned for the beauty of its daugh- 
ters. The girl was not far advanced in 
her teens when she decided to make use 
of her extraordinary natural disposition 
for dancing to make a living on the stage. 
She joined the training school of a well- 
known master, Juan de la Oliva, who, 
strange to say, had another pupil at the 
time who also had assumed the stage name 
of Pepita Oliva, and whose real name was 
Josepha Gallardo. 

Oliva 80 successfully trained the lttle 
dark-eyed Spanish girl that she soon aban- 
doned, his “theatrical and ballet company” 
and joined another, which was “on tour.” 
Everywhere she was admired for her danc- 
Ing, especially her Andalusian native 
ances. 


She was even more admired. her con- 
temporaries say, for her lovely face, her 
“uick. lively disposition and ai graceful 
figure that soon developed into the superb 
type seen so frequently in South Spain, 
when she met and fascinated the secretary 
of her Brittan!c Majesty's legation at Mad- 


’ rid, in 1964. He was 37 and she was 32.

West, and the pretty Josefa were almost 
conatantiy together. 

A month or two after their acquaintance 
began Josefa Duran vanished from Madrid. 
Tt Was yonrs later that her relatives 
learned that she was living abroad under 
the patronage of a distinguishcd FEnalish- 
man.

The next year he was appointed minister 
plenipotentiary and envoy extraordinary to 
Buenos Ayres, and a few years later he re- 
turned to Madrid, where he remained as 
British minister at the court of King Al- 
fonso XII from 1878 to 1881. 

Everybody in Madrid was perfectly 
aware of the former relations between him 
and Josefa Dufan, alias Pepita Oliva, but 
officially he was a bachelor diplomatist. 
He was very hospitable, both to Spaniards 
and to the corps diplomatique. His recep- 
tions, his remarkably good dinners and 
wines, his whist parties—the latter often 
prolonged long after midnight—made him 
popular. Among the most constant part- 
ners of Sackville-West at whist were the 
American minister, James Russell Lowell; 
Gen. Fairchild and Secretary Dwight T. 
Reed. 

In those days Sackville-West was a 
courteous, reserved, thoughtful man of the 
world, who got on pretty well with Span- 
lards and foreigners, but who had a pecy- 
liar sadness and preoccupation. 

It was not a secret that he sometimes 


still paid a visit to the children of Pepita, 
and that he watched over their rearing 
and education. Time passed, and in 1dsl 
the British minister at Madrid wns trans- 
ferred to Washington, and Ais .mission 
there ended, es evetybody knows, by his
